San Quentin prison officials, 
including the chaplains and the 
warden himself, are being giv­ 
en lie detector tests 
in 
the 
probe of convict Caryl Chess­ 
man's manuscript smuggling. 


This much was disclosed to­ 
day about a secret investiga­ 
tion which Dist. Atty. William 
0. Weissich has been conduct­ 
ing for several weeks. 
“All I can say is that six per­ 
sons, 
including 
Rev. 
Byron 
Eshelman have taken the test, 
and more examinations will be 
given,” 
said 
the district at­ 
torney. “The less said about 
it, the better off the investi­ 
gation.” 
Weissich said he had no com­ 
ment on who is paying for the 
lie tests and investigations, oth­ 
er than that taxpayers will bear 
the cost. Weissich has special 
county funds on which to draw 
for such investigations, and for 
those which are state charges 
the county is later reimbursed. 
Weisich said he has no way 
of knowing whether the state 
will reimburse the county for 
the 
cost 
of investigating the 
smuggling operations. 
State Director of Corrections 
Richard 
A. McGee 
and San 
Quentin 
Warden 
Harley 
O. 
Teets conmmented that if man­ 
uscripts can be smuggled out 
of Death Row, it is possible 
that dangerous weapons and 
narcotics can be smuggled in.

New Jordan Premier 


Named; Crisis Subsides 


AMMAN Iff)—Hussein Fakhri 
Khalidi, a pro-western political 
leader, was named Jordan’s 
new Prem ier today. 
This was 
a victory for King Hussein in 
a six-day-old cabinet crisis. (See 
earlier story on page 10). 
The 7-man cabinet includes 
Suleiman Nabulsi, the leftwing 
Nationalist Socielist Party lead­ 
er dismissed as Prem ier last 
Wednesday. 
Dispatches from Amman are 
under censorship. 
Earlier ad­ 
vices reaching Damascus pic­ 
tured Hussein as gaining stead­ 
ily in a bold struggle to purge 
pro-Egyptian leaders from Jor­ 
dan’s army and political life. 
Yesterday Hussein exiled the 
Jordan 
army’s 
pro-Egyptian 
chief of staff. 
Despite this, 
the major elements of the Jor­ 
dan army were apparently be­ 
hind the King. 
BahjsR Talhouini, chief of 
the royal government, confirm­ 
ed that the new government 
has been formed. 
Tension has gripped Jor­ 
dan during the past few days 


of the crisis. But it was gen­ 
erally hoped now that the 
country will return to nor­ 
mal. 
The cabinet was top heavy 
w i t h 
independents. 
Besides 
Khalidi, who is an independent, 
the new government will have 
five other independents and 
one National Socialist. 
Appointment of Nabulsi was 
apparently with the support of 
the strong Nationalist Socialist 
Party, which controls 13 seats 
in parliament. 
Khalidi was the first candi­ 
date asked by the monarch to 
form a new government but 
he failed after two days and 
apologized to the King. 
Hussein emerged from the 
crisis with a greater stature 
than ever. 
Khalidi is a Pales­ 
tine refugee. 
This is import­ 
ant 
since 
Palestinians form 
more than a third of the popu­ 
lation. 
Besides Khalidi, four of the 
new

have 
served as Premiers, some of 
them several times.

Extensions are usually granted, 
for good reason, for a ninety 
day period; although the Di­ 
rector may grant an extension 
for as long as six months, if 
the circumstances warrant. 
Requests for extensions of 
time are filed on forms furnish­ 


ed by the Treasury' in triple | 
cate, and the request must be s 
signed by you or your duly 
authorized agent. 
These forms are available at 
your local office of the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service. All re­ 
quests for extensions should be j 
on 
these 
forms 
and 
three 
copies are necessary. However,1 
if you are unable to secure the 
form, a letter will do. 
Y o u r 
application 
should 
clearly set forth the full cause 
of the delay and the probable 
time that you will be able to 
complete your return. 
It should give your full name 
and address as it will appear 
on your tax return when you 
do file. 
If, by reason of illness, ab­ 
sence or other good reason, 
you are unable to sign this re­ 
quest, then any person in close 
business or personal relation­ 
ship with you may do so, pro­ 
vided the reason and relation­ 
ship are clearly stated in the 
request. In such case, the sign­ 
er of the request will be con­ 


sidered your duly authorized 
agent for this purpose. 
Extensions are usually grant­ 
ed for a good reason, such as 
illness, accidents, inability to 
secure all the facts necessary 
to complete your return, etc. 
Extensions are never granted 
because you are unable to pay 
the tax. If you cannot pay the 
tax due, file your return any­ 
way. Uncle Sam will send you 
a bill and you will have to pay 
it sooner or later. He will 
charge you 6r ? interest, but 
there will be no penalty. If 
you do not file your return on 
time, Uncle Sam will charge 
you 5' h for each month that 
your return is late, up to a 
maximum of 25r'r. So. you see, 
it is a lot better to file the re­ 
turn even if you can’t pay the 
tax.

Three Marin Youths Going 
To Represent Us In Europe 


Last week, announcement was made 
that three Marin high school students 
would go to Europe this summer as 
exchange students, to live as “ adopted" 
sons and daughters of European famil­ 
ies with which they will stay. 
The trip is part of the program of the 
American Field Service organization, 
which also brings foreign students to 
this country to study. 
The three Marin youths, Jan e Hick­ 
man of Tamalpais. Dwight Tardy of San 
Rafael and Peter Hall Brown of Drake, 
don't know as yet with whom they will 
stay. Families will be picked out for 
them that are similar to their own fam ­ 
ilies, in backgrounds and economic con­ 
ditions insofar as possible. 
Actually these youths will not be 
“ students” in the usual sense of the 
word. Because they will be in Europe 
only six or seven weeks, they will not 
enroll in school, but instead will “ study” 
how- their adopted family, community 
and country live. 
Probably they will 
have a chance to at least visit in the 
foreign schools, but they will not en­ 
roll. 
This is different than the foreign ex­ 
change students who have come to 
Marin from other lands. They come to 
school, to live in our homes but also get 
a sampling of our education. 
The difference in the various ex­ 


change students is quite apparent, as 
are the differences in any group of 
youths. Some immediately become pop­ 
ular. others are more reserved and ob­ 
serve. rather than participate in the 
American way. 
We assume that this 
probably happens on the other side of 
the ocean amongst our students, too. 
One of the most interesting evenings 
we have spent in many weeks was a re­ 
cent meeting at which three visiting 
students discussed what they thought of 
American education and social life, com­ 
paring it with their own. Their remarks 
could well be taken to heart by our edu­ 
cators, for they pointed up some of the 
good and bad things they experienced in 
the switch from one type of education to 
another. 
It is no small honor for these boys 
and girls to have been selected to repre­ 
sent their schools, their families and all 
of us in Europe. They in fact will be 
young ambassadors of good will, not 
only spreading our beliefs wherever 
they travel, but also learning of other 
peoples, so that when they return they 
can interpret their ideas and ideals 
to us. 
We wish Jane, Dwight and Pete a 
wonderful experience. We congratulate 
them on being selected and trust they 
will represent us in just the way we 
would want to be. We know they will.

Eighteen states now have 
these laws. Until the Indiana 
Legislature passed one this 
year, they had been limited

These laws were in a sense 
invited by a provision of the 
1947 Taft-Hartley Act. That 
law outlawed the closed shop 
which required new employes 
to be union members before 
they were hired. 
The Taft-Hartley did allow 
the union shop, in which new 
employes 
are 
required 
to 
join a union within 30 days 
after being hired. 
But it also explicitly recog­ 
nized the right of states to 
outlaw the union shop and all 
other forms of "union securi­ 
ty” contracts— even those for 
unions subject to federal law'. 
Eighteen states have accept­ 
ed the invitation despite op­ 
position from the labor move­ 
ment. 
The late Sen. Robert A. Taft 
(R-Ohio), 
who 
mastermind­ 
ed the Taft-Hartley law to en­ 
actment over President Tru­ 
man's 
veto, 
accepted 
the 
right-to-w o r k 
provision 
to 
keep 
southern 
Democratic 
votes in line. 
Although the labor move­ 
ment opposed this provision, 
it was much more concerned 
at the time about other parts 
of the bill. These included the 
closed shop ban, anti-strike 
injunctions, authorization for 
damage suits against unions, 
and the guarantee of freedom 
of 
speech 
for 
employers 
which labor feared could lead 
to intimidation. 
In the last 10 years, labor 
has learned to live with what 
it once called a slave labor 
law. But it is in no mood to 
accept tougher restrictions.

Many legislators feel it 
is not necessary for the state 
to operate with this large a 
reserve; that the funds should 
be used as they are collected 
from the people in the form 
of taxes. 
Both Warren and Knight 
have done an admirable job 
thus far in keeping the money 
intact for use during grave 
emergency, but now it looks 
like the party’s over. 
There seems to be little dis­ 
sension over using tideland 
oil revenues of approximately 
10 million annually to bolster 
the water development fund. 
Such usage is based on the 
theory that the money comes 
from the dissipation of a nat­ 
ural resource, and should be 
diverted back to building up 
a natural resource. 


TIDELAND OIL revenues, 
however, cannot come any­ 
where near paying for all the 
water development needed in 
this state in the length of
